‘The report on education was read by J. T. Dicken, 
discussed by J. F. Tull apd H. P., Hurt, and, on 
motion, was adopted as follows: Your committee on 
Education respectfully submits the following, report : 

The principal aim of education is to ‘develop our 
people and lead them into a larger and higher life—to 
make a yobler and better race. At no .period.of the 
world’s history has there arisen a greater, need of 
educated) men than in this age of progress—-men who 
will be an honor and support to their nation. Many 
of the vexing problems of the day must'be solved by 
the proper education of our people. We should try to 
give our children the best education -in Our ‘power, 
and, especially, should we give them spiritual” train- 
ing and moral education that they may devélop strong 
moral characters and prepare for the conflicts of real 
life. We should implant into their minds a love ot 
trith, honesty and justice, and teach them to shun 
vice and temptation. We would also bring the catise 
of Ministerial Education to the attention of . all 
Baptists in our Association, and we urge that all the 
churches aid in the education of worthy young ‘inin- 
isters, by making liberal contributions Of both money 
and supplies.

WOMAN'S WORK. 


The report on Woman's work was read_ by H. P. 
Hurt, as prepared by E H Lawrence, discyssed by A. 
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V. Rowe, and, on motion, was adopted as follows: 
Woman's work is not a new departure in efforts of 
christianity. When Christ was on earth women min- 
istered to him of their substance. However, new em. 
phasis is.being placed upon this work, and women are 
becoming the more loyal in theif devotion and liberal 
in their contributions. The Woman's Missionary So- 
ciety of the Southern Baptist Convention was organized 
about 12 years ago, during these 12 years of service, 
they have realized, as never before, that they have 
a part to perform in sending the gospel to a lost world 
In Mississippi there are over 50,000 Baptist women 
who gave, during the past year, to Home Mission 
$1975,71; State Missions $325,98; Foreign Mission 
75,20. Their total contribution. during the past 
year, was $11,744,03. In the Koscusko Assuciation, 
we are behind in this work. The women of our 
churches have not taken hold of this work as they 
should, Out of 32 churches only 8 reported Societies 
last year, Sister A. J. Atkinson; the Vice President 
of the Woman's work, in our Association, has labored 
earnestly to increase interest in this work, We trust 
every pastor will feel the importance of this work and 
will help those women who labor with him in the 
gospel. We hope that next year many more churches 
will report Societies. E. H. LAWRENCE 


FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


___ The report on Foreign Missions was read by D. L 
Wilson, discussed by A. VY. Rowe, who, on motion, 
was allowed 20 minutes to speak on the report, and 
on motion was adopted as follows: 

‘Our hearts are made glad as we look over the work 
done by our Foreign mission Board during the year 
God has blessed the efforts put forth in his name. 
We have much tobe profoundly grateful for, as will 
be seen from this report: 

_1. CONVERSIONS, Last year we had in the for 

. eign fields 845 baptisms: this year 1341. We increas- 
ed our contributions about 25 per cent, and God in- 
creased the harvest about 50 per cent. 
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. ENLARGEMENT. The State Baptist’ Convention 
joins the Southern Baptist Convention in the request 
that the Board still enlarge their work, and in com- 
pliance with this request, new missionaries are being 
appointed to gu into fields where we have never labor- 
ed before. This places a great obligation on every 
church, ; 

3 ContTrisutions. Of course the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board can not carry on this work without the 
support of our churches This Board is only a ser- 

vant of the churches. Some may think that the money 
contributed does not reach the missionary, All ex- 
penses, during the year, will amount to about 8 cents 
on the dollar. The expense of collecting,in the State 
about 4 cents on the dollar, and thus the inissionary 
receives about 88 cents out of every dollar given. 
There is uu business that lrandles as much Inoney as 
our Boards with so little expense. 

4 THe Ovrrook The outlook for the work was 
never brighter.than it is now. There aré more men 
ind women offering themselves for this, work than 
ever before Surely this fact alone, ought, to’ ‘stir the 
heart of every child of God The trouble’ in China 
has caused more expense in the work, and 4 great 
deal of stispense in delay of the missionaries, and the 
native christians; yet we believe that this ‘is the dark 
hour before the dawning, and that China will offer 
the greatest and the quickest resu! Its. when’ peace’ is 
restored, than any other field ‘Ask of ‘me, and I 
shall give thee the heathen for thine inheritance, and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for thy possession.’ 

5 ConreEsston. Every member of your commit- 
tee feels that he has fallen short in this work, and no 
doubt every. member of this Association will join ts 
in this confession: . 

t That we have not prayed for prosperity to at- 
tend this work 

2. That as pastors we have not preachied to our 
people ou the subject of missiors and urged them. to 
give to this cause 

3. That so many Baptists in this Association do 
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not give to this cause as will appear when only an av- ’ 
erage of 1344 cents was given, per member in 1808 
By God's help, and in Christ's name,.let us return to 
our. churches with a determination to enlist our peo- 
ple in this work that our Master has givenus in

We your committee on the Orphan’s Home would 
say that no work, which our Baptist people of Missis- - 
sippi are under obligation to perform, takes higher 
rank than this except our duty to preach the gospel, 
and to support it wherever we send it. . Numbers of 
little ones are left fatherless. motherless; homeless, 
and almost friendless in our State every year. To 
take care of these little ones is a duty often’ almost 
totally neglected. In 1897, an Orphan's Home was 
established by Bro. and Sister Foster, in Jackson, and 
as the home has no endowment fund these good peo- 
ple must depend entirely upon Baptist generosity. 
This Committee would urge that every church in our 
Association should make contributions to this noble 
work, .

The report on Home Missions was read and discuss 
ed by Wiley Sanders Sr., and adopted as follows: 
The year just closing is reported to be one of the 
most prosperous in the history of the Home Mission 
Board. - This is as it should be. God has wonderful- 
ly biessed our people in the material things of . this 
world, and it. is only right and natural: that they 
should give expression to their gratitude, in loving 
deeds and heroic giving. Last vear the Baptists of 
Mississippi gave to the Home Boatd $3252 96 and 
received back $1,700, leaving a balance of $1551.96 
which went to the support of the gospel in other fitlds 
Comparatively speaking, this, is a very good showing 
from a money standpoint, but when the number of 
white Baptists in the State and the property owne! 
by the membership are fully considered. the conclus 
ton 1s reached that much more could have been done 
We feel that the importance of this field is not duly 
appreciated by our people, comprehending, as it does, 
every Southern state, the Indian ‘Territory, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Cuba. This territory comprises the 
garden spot of the earth, it is densely populated and 
a large Pet cent of the people are unsayed. *' Ihe 
harvest IS great.” indeed ‘and our prayers. should go 
up tor more laborers, and our money should flow free 
ly for their support’ }
